HE speech made by Fadden, 
the Premier of Australia, 
where they are franker than we 
are in Britain, caused, last week, 
a feeling of pessimism to take 
the place of the apathy which, 
time after time, I have deplored. 

Members of our own Govern- 
ment invariably deliver optimis- 
tic speeches. Hugh Dalton, the 
Minister of Economic Warfare, 
spoke almost with cheerfulness 
last week of how the blockade 
was reducing the Germans to 
scour the occupied lands for 
waste and rags with which to 
clothe their troops, and how 
there were signs of revolt right 
across Europe. 

Even while Dalton was call- 
ing Hitler’s attack on Russia 
“a piece of incredible folly,” 
Fadden, at Canberra, was blurt- 
ing out, “ The position is, beyond 
question, serious tor Russia,” 
and saying that the end of the 
respite given to Britain by the 
Russian war might be very near. 
Then came the bad news from 
Kiev—and bad news, too, from 
the Crimea. 

Now, what can Britain do to 
prevent Hitler from still further 
depleting his forces in the con- 
quered countries in order to 
strengthen his sledge-hammer 
blows on the Eastern front? 

He has no delusions about the 
reason for our not sending an 
expeditionary force across the 
Channel. 

A military spokesman from 
Berlin has broadcast to the 
anxious German people that 
“the Channel coast is crowded 
with guns of all calibres ready 
to crush immediately any land- 
ing attempted by the enemy,” 
and boasted of “ the mighty de- 
fences of concrete and earth- 


works camouflaged beyond 
recognition.’ 
The truth is that while an 


invasion might succeed for a 
few days, the thousands of guns 
moved from the Maginot Line 
would exact a terrible toll in 


British lives, and probably 
enforce our withdrawal.

Indeed, in Washington. there 
is a belief growing that an 
important part of Anglo- 
American strategy 1s to deal 
Italy a series of devastating 
blows aimed to force her to 
make a separate peace. 

Many people in Britain have, 
when looking at the map, gazed 
at that long bootlike coast and 
wondered why it was still 
immune. 

Any attack anywhere would 
force Hitler to withdraw some 
of his Eastern armies. 

More than that, it is argued 
that we could spare many more 
planes so that they could 
strengthen Russia's resistance. 

Weeks and weeks may have 
been wasted because of our 
laxity in co-ordinating our pro- 
ductive effort. But surely we 
should be strong enough now to 
take chances which, six months 
ago, we missed. 

If we are not there should be 
a grand inquest on our failure in 
the factories, not for apportion- 
ing blame but for seeing that 
things are put right. 

Parliament, when reas- 
sembles, will hear strong 
criticisms from M.P.s fresh from 
talks with discontented consti- 
tuents. 

Will they once again be swept 
aside by the Premier's elo- 
quence? Will phrases like 
“rocking the boat” once again 
silence them?

lish he said, “ You have no busi- 
ness to sail in armed ships.” 

Someone cried out at this 
“ Cheerio, Churchill,” and the cap- 
tain retired muttering more impre- 
cations upon such a mad race. 
Still, all the crew were not so in- 
clined. especially to the women. 
The plight of the latter was piti- 
able, “cribbed, cabined and con- 
fined ” as they were in the blister- 
ing heat, with hardly a comb or a 
toothbrush amongst them. 

Heaven alone knows what some 
of the passengers endured. Chil- 
dren with shattered limbs, women 
suffering agony from shell wounds, 
and members of the Rangitane’s 
personnel with nothing but what 
they stood up in, were herded in- 
discriminately in the raiders. They 
all wondered if they would ever 
see their homes and loved ones 
again. 

They were grateful to Captain 
Upton for the sensible way he had 
handled the situation and saved 
their lives. 

It is important to stress this 
opinion of the survivors, because

That evening the pirates them- 
selves had the lives scared out of 
them. A seaplane, flying many 
thousands of feet up, approached 
the flotilla. 

“ Action stations” flared out 
from the three raiders, and the 
prisoners, some of whom had been 
allowed on deck for the first 
breath of fresh air that day, were 
bundled back into the holds, with 
a swarm of Nazis treading on 
their heels. “They couldn’t take 
cover fast enough,” said Captain 
Upton contemptuously. 

But the seaplane did not come 
down low enough to discover the 
identity of the raiders. 

Weeks later, when the pas- 
sengers and crew of the Rangitane 
reached Sydney, it was learnt 
that the seaplane had been look- 
ing for the liner itself, and, failing 
to sight her. had abandoned the 
search, without the pilot realis- 
ing that three raiders, and not 
one, might be in the vicinity. 

None of the men prişoners 
received any privileges, except 
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that records were being made of 
their talk for propaganda pur- 
poses. All the ships were receiv- 
ing radio news from the Conti- 
nent. The prisoners heard of the 
Italian rout in Libya. A Nazi 
officer said: “ Ah, yes, we all have 
our bad luck, and Italy is ours.’ 

These humorous interludes 
helped to lighten the monotony. 
Best of all was the daily bulletin 
distributed on all three raiders. It 
was headed, in real liner style, 
“Wireless for Prisoners.” This is 
a fair specimen of English “ as she 
is wrote”: 

LONDON. — German raiders 
tonight ressumed their bolitz 
offensive after 60 hours of com- 
parative quiet, brasting a town 
in the sily industrialled west 
midlands with hims explosives 
and numerous incindearies.

How the captain

engines, was a problem which no 
one on the Board thought fit to 
solve. 

In passing, it might be men- 
tioned that when the surviving 
passengers had returned to Sydney 
they presented to Capt. Upton a 
valuable gold wrist-watch, suitably 
inscribed. 


Microphone In 
A Ventilator 


Aboard the main prison-ship, 
the Tokio Maru, there was cabin 
accommodation for about thirty 
women, and there the women from 
the Rangitane cheertully set about 
making the best of things. 

All the prisoners were subjected 
to close questioning about the 
movements of other ships. But 
the Germans learnt little or no- 
thing. One of the women noticed 
a microphone in a ventilator. and 
even when they were left alone 
in the hope that they would talk, 
they gave nothing away. 

Many of the Nazi officers spoke 
excellent English They wanted to 
know the names of all the pas- 
sengers, their next-of-kin, and 
what they thought about the war. 
The stout doctor, clad in spotless 
white drill and anxious only to 
please. expressed great wonder- 
ment that none of the women, 
despite their unhappy plight, ever 
gave way to tears. 

“Well. you see, doctor,” replied 
one of the women, “how can we 
cry? We haven’t any handker- 
chiefs.” 

This process of reasoning failed 
to penetrate the doctor’s sense of 
humour; but he sent down half a 
dozen handkerchiefs! 

The women complained to the 
doctor that they had no clothes, 
apart from those they were wear- 
ing. So he gave them sheets to 
cut up. Forty-eight hours later 
Englishwomen were walking about 
the decks of the raiders, wearing 
white shorts and skirts. 

Toothbrushes, combs. hairpins 
and other aids to women’s comfort 
were at a premium But no one 
wept. Some of them regarded the 
compulsory cruise as a vast joke, 


that the officers were kept 
together in the forward part of 
the Tokio Maru. 

There were no plates or cutlery. 
Empty tins were used. For spoons 
and forks the prisoners had 
lengths of bamboo and used them 
as chopsticks. 

On the lower deck, the Germans 
permitted them to stretch their 
legs—a welcome change after the 
suffocating air of the holds. But 
no undue liberties could be taken. 
A bluejacket., sitting behind a 
machine-gun, was constantly on 
guard. 

When dusk came, the prisoners 
had to return to the holds, Hatch 
covers were clamped over them, 
and for 16 hours at least there 
was nothing to do but sit and 
stew in the foul, airless atmo- 
sphere and discuss, with endless 
argument, how the raiders had 
known. almost to a hundred 
yards, the Rangitane’s route. 

They lived at first mostly on 
rice and macaroni. Later, after 
complaints from Captain Upton, 
three sandwiches a head were 
served for the evening meal—two 
made of white bread. one of black. 
Between the bread was either 
cheese or jam, while the black 
bread occasionally became more 
eatable with a slice of German 
sausage.

The bread was stale and mil- 
dewed. Now and again, as a treat, 
a meat-and-vegetable stew was 
dished up. Another rare treat was 
liver sausage, and more rarely still, 
jam or marmalade. 

Water was the most acute pro- 
blem. Baths were out of the ques- 
tion. Washing had to be done 
from dippers, in which fifteen or 
twenty grubby, disgusted men 
and women cleaned themselves as 
best they could, using dirty hand- 
kerchiefs, torn-up shirts and 
underclothing for towels. 

Rain-storms came now and 
again to relieve their grime. 
Those who believed in cleanliness 
being next to godliness walked up 
and down in the deluge to wash 
their clothes as well as their 
bodies. 

The preparations the raiders 
had made were astonishing.

The Nazi officers were con- 
vinced that England was in- 
credibly foolish to continue the 
war. According to them Germany 
had already won. In a month or 
so they would be on their way 
homeward, to receive the praise 
of their Fuehrer.

The serious-minded passengers 
were interested in the cleverly 
worked-out plan the raiders 
adopted in their pirate sweep. The 
ships spread out fan-wise by day, 
sailing some 30 miles apart and 
keeping in touch with each other 
by radio. 


Marooned On 
A Tropical Isle 


At dawn and dusk the Narvik 
and Manyo Maru would close in 
on the centre ship, the Tokio 
Maru, to receive instructions and 
exchange information. 

As far as the prisoners could 
judge, they were proceeding nor- 
nor-west, somewhere between the 
Fiji Islands and New Caledonia, 
where the only steamers they 
wouid be likely to meet would be 
those of the Burns, Philp Line out 
of Sydney, which have almost a 
monopoly ot the Islands’ trade. 

So it turned out. Ten days 
afterwards t®e pirates intercepted 
the S.S. Triona, a ship of 5.000 
tons belonging to Burns, Philp. 
sank her, and added her survivors 


to the already overcrowded Tokio | 


Maru. 
After wearisome days of steam-/ 
ing — days interspersed with 


tragedy as ship after ship was 
sunk by the pirate flotilla and the 
island of Nauru shelled — the 
raiders reached Emirau island in 
the Bismarck Archipelago. 

That was on December 21. To 
their joy the prisoners were told 
that they were going to be put 
ashore. 

In parties of thirty the prisoners! 
lined up in the gangway to enter | 
the lifeboats. Not even a Holly-| 
wood film producer had ever 
imagined a “crowd” scene with 
such comical, and at the same 
time pathetic, actors. 

All the men had beards. Their 
clothes hung upon them. Some 
had overcoats. Others carried 
bundles of clothes, empty tins, 
bottles. 

The women carried odds and 
ends, including a frying-pan 
begged from a Nazi cook. 

As Nazi launches towed the 
lifeboats shoreward, the captives 
saw a dazzling white beach backed 
by nodding palms Cocoanut trees 
abounded right to the water’s! 
edge, and the luxurious tropical | 
vegetation seemed heaven on 
earth after their nightmare days 
at sea. 

On the jetty. hands outstretched, 
were four lean, sunburned 
“ Aussies,” taking as a matter of| 
course the arrival of the strange 
convoy, and eager to hear what 
had happened. 

They had brought a motor lorry 
to carry women and baggage to 
their plantation. 

Within an hour, the women were 
on their way. The men set off on 
foot, anxious. if possible to reach | 
the homestead before darkness 
fell.
